Pollution's =ffect on Bird Migration (The Orchid Dec.72) 

A report from Tokyo states that many species of birds 
have stopped their seasonal migration to Japan because 

of pollution and the destruction of their natural habitat. 
Of 424 species of birds in Japan, 76% are migratory, but a 
survey by a government agency shows an alarming decline in 
their numbers; as an example, in 1971 only one-tenth the 
number of wild geese migrated to Japan as recorded in 
1953. 
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
